may well be doubted whether this exercise 
of: power on the: part ‘of Ruasia over the 
ignorant and “brutal ‘hordes of. the great 
Asian .continent should ba a subject for 
either. apprehension’ or regret. Little 
though we may. admire Russian rule, yet 
is it infinitely preferable to the barbaric 
auarcby which in many cases it supersedes, 
To govern the iiomadic “races of Northern
